Got figure only for 344,000 pieces, against 1,127,000, and 
Drilfs (of all kinds) for 240,000, against 340,000 pieces, American 
however showing an increase. Nearly all other kinds of Piece 
Goods show a falling off. Woollens figure for 128,000, against 
152,000 pieces ; Camlets, Spanish Stripes, and Long Ells show- 
ing an increase, and figured Lustres a notable decrease—from 
64,000 to 39,000 pieces. Only 451 vessels entered port during 
the period, against 520 in 1872, and 491 cleared, against 527. The 
revenue shows au increase of Tls. 115,000, due principally to the 
opium and export trade. 

In the suit S. Brown v. the U.S.N. Company judgment was 
yesterday delivered by the Chief Judge in favour of the defend- 
ants, on their demurrer to the petition. 

The annual meeting of Landeentats was held at Chinkiang on 
the 19th. The accounts showed an expenditure of Tls. 1,555, 
against an income of Tls. 1,524 ; and an expenditure of Ts. 1,200 
was sanctioned for the current year. This amount is to be raised 
by a land tax of Tls. 10 a lot, and a tax of 3 per cent. on rentals. 
Messrs. Bean, Starkey, and Williamson were elected a municipal 
council for the ensuing year. 

Hankow advices report business in imports very dull, owing 

to scarcity of ney and the presence of new year’s settling time. 
A better demand has caused an advance in Cotton. In Tea no 
business is reported : total export of season 852,928 Ibs. in excess 
of 1872-73. 
‘We understand that a voluminous history of the Taiping and 
Nienfei rebellions, together with a work on chemistry, by Pro- 
fessor Billequin, will shortly be issued from the printing-office at 
the Peking College.

HONG KONG. 

The advices by the present mail extend to the 5th Feb. ; the 
outward P. and O. mail of Dec. 26 arrived out Feb. 4. 

The P. and O. steamer ul coc, Capt. Andrews, which brought 
the present mail from Hong Kong, will come to Southampton, 
via Suez Canal, with the following cargo :—For London, 438 
bales and 18 cases Silk and s6 bales Waste Silk, 47 packages 
and 589 half-chests Tea; for Boston, 465 half-chests and 
1,238 boxes ‘lea ; for Continent, 44 bales Silk ; for New York, 
124 bales Silk. 

We take the following from the China Mail :--- 

The first Japanese man-of-war which has visited Hong Kong 
‘anchored in the harbour on the 22nd January, and saluted the 
British flag, as well as those of other nationalities flying in the 
man-ef-war anchorage. She is called the Ausuyukan, and is of 
1,000 tons burthen. 

We learn that the hill coming down from the Queen’s road, 
facing the monument near the Race Course, is to be cut away 
and levelled. This improvement will prove an attraction during 
the summer evenings, for the road here, after passing the native 
portion, is exceedingly pretty. It would be well if some way of 
getting to it, instead of ‘having to pass among the Chinese houses, 
could be devised. 

The Gazette notifies that Mr. M. 8. Tonnochy is appointed 
acting Coroner, and Mr. E, J. R. Willcocks acting Sheriff. 

It is also notified that Ordinance No. 11 of 1873, extending 
the provisions of the Home Act relating to the Law of Property 
in relation to Covenants and Condition Leases to this colony, and 
No. 15 of 1873, regulating and defining the practice of barristers 
and attorneys in the Supreme Court, have received Her Majesty’s 
approval, 

Ve have received, from an authentic source, news that affairs 
in Tonquin or Annam have been satisfactorily settled, and that 
the treaty between France and that Power will very shortly be 
signed. As a very large number of our readers are probably 
unaware of the events which led to the state of affairs culminat- 
ing in the murder of Lieutenant Garnier, a slight sketch of the 
policy which France has of late pursned .in that quarter may 
not prove uninteresting. A drama involving no slight conse- 
quences, both to Annam and to European progress in this 
quarter of the world, is now being played out on a stage 
small indeed when compared to the vast empire on its 
Northern boundaries, but still rivalling in importance many 
European States. Thirty years ayo its population was esti- 
mated at fifteen millions, and it has probably increased since 
that date. Abounding in the precious metals, as well as copper 
and iron, and not ill-favoured as regards vegetable productions, 
Tonquin (which, strictly speaking, is the northern half of the 
Annamese territory) isa by no means despicable prize to any

November last, in consequence of the resignation of Miss Mac- 
lean. The former report showed an income for the Year of

country strong enough to either annex it or establish a protec- 
torate over it. That France, having established at Saigon a 
military potnt d’appuy, should cast her eyes towards Tonquin 
with somewhat longing glances was not to be wondered at. 
Events have favoured her wishes to a probably unexpected 
extent. 

The Overland China Mail gives a full report of the adjourned 
meeting of the Chamber of Commerce, for the purpose of taking 
into consideration the proposed recognition of the American 
trade dollar and the Japanese yen as lawful money, which took 
place on February 2nd. After some discussion, an amendment 
was proposed by the Hon. Mr. Whittal to the effect that “In 
view of the uncertainty at present existing of any inducement to 
import either the American trade dollar or Japanese silver 
yen, any more than any other coin: Resolved, that H. E. the 
Governor be respectfully requested to communicate with the 
home authorities of the Mint, and endeavour to come to some 
arrangement for the coinage of a suitable dollar for the Colony, 
on similar terms to those now offered by the Washington 
Government (San Francisco Mint), before taking any steps to 
legalise the two currencies above referred to,” was put to the 
meeting, and carried. 

A meeting of the shareholders of the Hong Kong Hotel 
Company was held on the 29th of January. There were 
present :—Messrs. E. R. Belilios (chairman), Andre, Chater, 
Burrows, Heinemann, Cohen, Foss, G. Sharp, Baker and Sher- 
wood, A dividend of $2 per share, making $5 per cent. on the 
par value of the shares, having been declared, the report (a copy 
of which we have already given) was adopted. 

The Hong Kong 7imvs says :—The Peruvian ship Luisa Cane- 
varo has sailed from Macao with seven hundred and fifty-six coolies 
for Peru. The Governor has issued a notification requiring all 
coolie-brokers, without other means of subsistence, to leave Macao 
within three days after 27th of March next, the day fixed for the 
entire abolition of the coolie trade. Those wishing to reside in 
Macao will be called upon to produce sureties for their good be- 
haviour. The last number of the Jndependente has four full 
columns devoted to a lamentation in memory of the defunct 
coolie trade, interspersed by some vile abuse against English phi- 
lanthropy. Captain Scarnichia, harbour master, now acting as 
superintendent of emigration pro tem., has, during the past month, 
released two hundred and five coolies who had been decoyed to 
the barracoons, and who steadfastly declared their unwillingness 
to leave “the flowery land.” Two of the crew of the snake- 
boat which came into collision with the Principe Carlos launch, 
resulting in the loss of three lives, have been apprehended. It 
is affirmed that the identity of the scoundrels has been proved 
beyond a shadow of a doubt, and that the authorities are going 
to pedro-puwo them, which, in this holy city, means to cowhide 
them until every ounce of flesh is removed from their buttocks. 
| This is to take place in a populous quarter of the Chinese town, 
| to afford to native sichtscers a gratis spectacle. Dr. Magalhaens, 
| who had been deported to Timor some time ago in consequence 

of an article he published in the Oriente, has again been in 
| trouble, but this time with the new Governor of Timor. 

The eighth ordinary meeting of the China Traders’ Insurance 
Company is to take place on 6th Feb. The accounts for the 
twelve months, terminating October 31st. show a balance of 
$120,000, and the directors recommend a dividend of $200 a 
share, and that $80,000 be divided among contributors. As 
illustrative of the injury which is done to the trade of Hong 
Kong by the Chinese revenue cruisers, which prowl about the 
entrance to the harbour, the following incident, which is but a 
sample of many others of the same character, is interesting. It 
appears that a junk left Tamsui, Formosa, on the 16th of Jan. last, 
bound for Hong Kong, with a miscellaneous cargo. Previous to 
leaving, the lekim and other taxes were paid, and for these the 
master of the junk held receipts, and he had also paid the 
dues and obtained the usual clearance papers from the 
proper authorities. As there is no regular Custom House at 
Tamsui, however, he was unable to obtain any grand chop—but 
he left in the usual way that junks clear from the place, and 
proceeded on his voyage. On arriving at the Lyee-moon Pass, 
on the 19th January, and when actually within 120 yards of 
Hong Kong, the vessel was stopped and overhauled by a Chinese 
custom’s cruiser, and the custom’s officer said that, as the vessel 
had no grand chop she should be seized. He at once proceeded 
to put his threat into execution, taking the junk to the Chinese 
side of the Pass, and three days afterwards conducted her, with 
three other junks seized in the same manner, to Canton. The 
above facts are fully authenticated, and it is stated that within 
the past month no less than fifteen junks have been seized 
almost within the precincts of the harbour, and taken off to 
Canton. The junks are, in the large majority of cases, confis- 
cated, and where this is not the case they are only released upon 
the payment of a large sum as ransom. 








BORNEO.

SARAWAK. 
The Sarawak Gazette of the 2nd of February has the following 
items :— 
At last we are getting nearer that consummation eo devoutly 
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to be wished for, the working and utilising our immense wealth 
of coal. 

The Heartsease left here on the 18th ult., taking with her two 
tongkangs (cargo boats), six small sampans, a gang of coolies, and 
Mr. Walters to Lingga, with the intention of taking out from the 
Silantik coal field 300 to 400 tons of coal for shipment direct to 
the Singapore market. The coal, when grassed, will be run 
down the Sungei Silantik in small sampans carrying one to two 
tons each, put on board the tongkangs to carry fifteen to twenty 
tons, and conveyed by them down the Lingga stream to Lingga, 
there housed in sheds to await arrival of ship from Singapore. 
We hear this is a joint account operation of the Sarawak Govern- 
ment and the Borneo Company (Limited), the result of which we 
will watch with much interest. 

Report says that there is a company being formed for work- 
ing the Lingga coal ; the promoters and principal shareholders 
being the Borneo Company Limited. 

The acting resident, Capt. Rodway, went in the Heartsease to 
see with his own eyes the lay of the country and to concert with 
the resident of the district and Mr. Walters what further assist- 
ance can be rendered to get this trial cargo out with despatch, 
and as little breakage as possible. 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

The advices by the present mail extend to the 12th Feb.; 
the outward P. and O. mail of 9th Jan. arrived on the 10th 
Feb. The following items are from the Straits Times :— 

Since the fall of the Kraton the military operations in Atchin 
have been suspended on both sides ; but the cholera has been 
steadily at work in both camps, carrying off many victims ; 
among the Atchinese their most spirited leader is said to have 
fallen a victim to this disease, and it would appear from the 
latest Dutch official telegram that even the Sultan himself has 
succumbed to it, a child of nine years having been elected in his 
stead with four regents. The military position of the Atchinese 
is, according to the Dutch despatch, exceedingly unfavourable to 
a prolonged resistance, some of their powerful chiefs having 
withdrawn themselves and their forces from the opposing army, 
and it is said the end of the war is near at hand. 


The approach of the Chinese New Year has, as usual, been 
preceded by the nightly beating of gongs, firing of crackers, 
and the multiplication of street wayangs in the Chitiess part of 
the town during the past fortnight. The New Year falls on 
Tuesday next, the 17th instant, and the festivities will extend 
over fifteen days, during which time the mercantile business of 
the port will be nearly at a standstill, and the noise of gongs 
and roar of fire-crackers will be increased a thousand-fold. Ex- 
perience has taught, however, that permitting the Chinese to 
enjoy themselves in their peculiar manner, with as little re- 
straint as it is practicable to put upon them, has in the long run 
a beneficial effect, they thereby relieving themselves of an ex- 
uberance of spirits that might otherwise find less wholesome 
means of vent. It is noteworthy that all clans and tribes, at 
other times uncompromisingly hostile to and jealous of one 
another, invariably, as by common consent, bury their animo- 
sities during the observance of any general national or religious 
festival, but especially during their New Year rejoicings. 

The great success of the autamn meeting, and the number of 

horses in the Settlement, has given an impetus to the sport- 
ing proclivities of our community, and at a recent meeting of 
the Sporting: Club it. was décided to hold a spring meeting in 
April next. Some excellent racing may be anticipated if riders 
are forthcoming. It was proposed at first to debar professional 
jockies altogether, but on further consideration it has been de- 
termined to admit them under penalty of seven pounds extra 
weight ; but even this will, we fear, fail to secure the necessary 
number of riders, professional jockies not being very numerous 
here. We trust, however, that the racing will be equal to if not 
better than at the last meeting. 


The Eastern and Australian Mail Company’s steamer Sunfoo 
returned to Singapore on the 30th Jan., thus having completed 
her first voyage over the new mail route via Torres Straits. She 
‘was unable, however, to start in time to carry the mail, having 
touched a rock in Bowen, Queensland harbour, while in charge 
of a pilot, whereby she sustained damage to her plates, obliging 
her to dock here for repair. The mails were, consequently, sent 
to Batavia, thence to forwarded by the steamer Bentan to 
their destination. The Sunfoo will carry down the mail, due 
here about the 11th March. (Since reported lost.—Ep. L.£C.T.] 

The price of coal is now so extravagant, it is gratifying to 
learn that there is an early prospect of a plentiful supply of good 
coal coming from Labuan. No. 1 seam (six feet ten inches thick), 
which is 474 feet from the surface, has been penetrated, and it is 
the intention of the energetic manager of the mine to persevere 
with the sinking of the shaft until No. 4 seam (eleven feet thick) 
is reached, when there will be inexhaustible supplies of excellent 
and cheap fuel. Samples of coal from No. 1 seam can now be 
seen at the office of the agents, Messrs, Hamilton, Gray and Co. 
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TREATY WITH PERAK AND LAROOT.

order of the neighbouring British settlements are sometimes _..

Whereas certain chiefs for the time being of the said Kingdom 
of Perak have stated their inability to cope with their present, . 
difficulties, and together with those interested in the industry of 
the country have requested assistance, and ; 

Whereas, Her Majesty’s Government is bound by Treaty Sti-_ 
pulations to protect the said,Kingdom, and to assist its rulers, 
now, ee 

His Excellency Sir Andrew Clarke, K.C.M.G., C.B., Governor 
of the Colony of the Straits Settlements, in compliance with the 
said request, and with a view of assisting the said rulers and of

III. Third.—That all the other nominations of great officers made at 
the time the Rajah Bandahara Ismail received the regalia be confirmed. 

IV. Fourth.—That the power given to the Orang Kayah Muntri over. 
Larut by the late Sultan be confirmed. : 

V. Fifth.—That all revenues be collected and all appointments made 
in the name of the Sultan. mos 

VI. Sixth.—That the Sultan receive and provide a suitable residence 
for a British officer to be called Resident, who shall be accredited to his 
Court, and whose advice must be asked and acted upon on all questions. 
other than those touching Malay religion and custom. : 

VII. Seventh.—That the Governor of Larut shall have attached t6 
him aa Assistant Resident a British officer acting under the Resident’ 
of Perak, with similar power, and subordinate only to the said’ Rest- 
dent. ‘Ste 

VIII. Eighth.—That the cost of these Residents with their establish- 
ments be determined by the Government of the Straits Settlements, 
and be a first charge on the revenues of Perak. 

IX. Ninth.—That a Civil list regulating the income to be received by 
the Sultan, by the Bandahara, by the Muntri, and by other officers be 
the next charge on the said revenues. aa 

X. Tenth.—That the collection and control of all revenues and the 
gencral administration of the country be regulated under the advice of 
these Residents. 

XI. Eleventh.—That the Treaty under which the Pulo Dinding and 
the islands of Pangkor were ceded to Great Britain having been mis- 
understood, and it being desirable to re-adjust the saine, so as to carry 
into effect the intention of the framers thereof, itis hereby declared that 


‘the boundaries of the said territory so ceded shall be rectified as follows, 


that is to say :— 

From Bukit Sigari, as laid down ia Chart Sheet No. I. Straits of 
Malacca, a tracing of which is annexed, marked A, in a straight line to 
the sea, thence along the sea coast to the South, to Pulo Katta on the 
West, and from Pulo Katta a line running North-East ubout five miles, 
and thence North to Bukit Sigari. 

XII. Twelfth.—That the southern watershed of the Krean river, 
that is to say, the portion of land draining into that river from the 
South, be declared British territory, as a rectification of the southern 
boundary of Provmce Wellesley.

XIII. Thirteenth.—That on the cessation of the present disturbs 
ances in Perak and the re-establishment of peace and amity among 
the contending factions in that country, immediate measures under the 
control and supervision of one or more British officers shall be taken 
for restoring as far as practicable the occupation of the mines, and the 
possession of machinery, &c., as held previous to the commencement of 
these disturbances, and fur the payment of compensation for damages; 
the decision of such officer or officers shall be final in such case. 

XIV. Fourteenth.—The Muntri of Larut engages to acknowledge as 
a debt due by him to the Government of the Straits Settlements the 
charges and expenses incurred by this intervention, as well as the 
charges and expenses to which the colony of the Straite Settlements 
and Great Britain have been put or may be put by their efforts to 
seoure the tranquillity of Perak and the safety of trade. 

The above Articles having been severally read and explained to the 
undersigned, who, having understood the same, have severally agreed to 
and accepted them as binding on them and their heirs and successors. . 

This done and concluded at Pulo Pangkor in the British Possessions, 
this twentieth day of January, in the year of the Christian Era, one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-four.

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PENANG. 

The Penang Gazette gives the following items :— 

The Alma estate, which is situated about fourteen miles from 
Penang, and which is the property of the Penang Plantations 
Company (Limited), has decidedly gained a name in the province 
as having been the first estate on which tea has been planted 
and successfully cultivated. We believe that it is the intention 
of the Penang Plantations Company, if pels to obtain a 
grant of land on Bukit Martajam, which they purpose planting 
with Vanilla, 

While allowing that every necessity exists for Mr. Swetten- 
ham’s absence on a most important mission in Perak, we cannot 
excuse the local Government for having left the Land-office for 
a period of nearly one month without any officer being put in 
autre of it, to the great detriment of public interests. Surely 
Mr. Kynnersley or some other officer might have acted for Mr. 
Swettenham during his absence. 

The presence of the fleet here not only gave our harbour a 
more than usually animated appearance, but also afforded the in- 
habitants a gay time of it. Dinners were the order of the day, 
and a cricket match took the best part of two days. Over and 
above these, the officers of H.M.S. Jron Duke gave an entertain- 
ment on Monday evening last, consisting of “Christy's Min- 
strels,” under the able leadership of Lieutenant Carpeuter, pro- 
ceedings being wound up with a dance. The evening was a most 
sujoysiile one, everybody being well pleased with the treat pro- 
vided for them, the playing of the band of the ship being simply 

eharming. 

H.M:S. Iron Duke, with Sir Charles Shadwell on board, and 
accompanied by the Thalia, Midge, Frolic, Avon and Salamis, 
steamed away from Penang at 10 a.m. to-day, en route to Malacc 1, 
where the Admiral porposes spending a day and then proceeds tu 

‘Laukat, Salengore and Rembow, to meet Sir Andrew Clarke, 
whose object in visiting these places is, we understand, to put 

on the same footing as Perak—The pirates down the 
Salengore coast have lately been committing great depredations, 
and actually attacked the North Sands Light-ship, seriously 
wounding one of the light-house keepers before they were driven 
off. It is high time that some of these Malayan chiefs were 
taught a lesson ; but it is no wonder that they have become bold 
and” reckless in their attacks on British vessels as they were 
accorded a wonderful immunity by Sir Harry Ord’s policy of 
non-intervention. 

We regret to learn that business letters directed to mer- 
chants in Penang from the squadron at Atchin have been subjected 
to most unwarrantable detention on the part of some person or 
persons connected with the Dutch here. We have the assurance 
ofjthe Vice-Consul, and we have every confidence in his statement, 
that he sends the mail bags to the Post-office the instant he re- 
cieves them, but it has happened that letters have been found in 
the post box days after the arrival of any steamers from Atchin. 
Whoever may be to blame for this scandalous conduct we cannot 

itively say, but in the face of the statement made by the Dutch 

Minister that steps had been taken to prevent news being trans- 
mitted from Penang, prior to the despatch of official news to the 
Hague, it is but natural to suppite that the originator of this 
idea must have something to do with the ‘detention of letters 
addressed to Penang.

Honea Koxc.—Meeers, Olyphant and Co.'s Circular gives the fol- 
lowing :—Cotton Yarns: Increased sales of Bombay Yarns have been 
made, and prices are now firm and unaltered. ‘The good qualities 
of Nos, 16 to 24 English are in demand at a rise of 50 cents, but the 
lower grades are neglected and cheaper : Nos. 28 to 32 are not wanted, 
and show a fall of $2.50 per bale; Nos, 38 to 42 are slightly saleable for 
the Canton Market, but find no buyers for Tonquin, as shipments in 
that direction have stopped, owing to native troubles there. Piece 
Gooda.—The transactions of the past fortnight have been very much 
under those of the preceding interval, and as dealers are now fairly 
well supplied with the principal articles the market is quiet. 7lb. Grey 
Shirtings are lees asked for, and 8.4 goods can be bought at slightly 
lower figures, All qualities of White Shirtings are scarce, and are sale- 
able at arise of 5 cents per piece. Common 6 and 7 Ib. T-Cloths are neg- 
lected, but Mexicans are in some favour. 8 lbs. are scarce, and are sale- 
able at a rise of 24 cents. Drills, Sheetings, and Jeans are still dull of 
sale, Turkey Reds are saleable in small lots : nothing has been done 
in Chintzes. Woollens.—The advance last quoted in Long Ells has not 
been maintained, and a decline of 30 cents per piece is now noticeable. 
Scarlet and Assorted Spanish Stripes are 1 cent per yard lower, and 
German kinds are neglected. Camlets also show adecline, and are only 
being bought to meet immediate wants of dealers. Black Lastings are 
fairly saleable, but other colours are not wanted. Blankets have received 
more attention. Metals.—Dealers are now operating sparingly, and all 
kinds of Iron remain about as last quoted. The supply of Steel is 
plentiful, and present quotation is considered nominal. ‘Tin Plates are 
difficult of sale. Tin is in good demand for the Northern markets, and 
an advance of 50 cents is quoted, Lead is weaker in value and is only

saleable in_ retail parcels. Quicksilver is firmly held at a further ad- 
vance of $4 to 5.00 per picul. Coals.—The arrivals have been 8,351 
tons, comprising 6,332 tons of Australian, 719 tons of Cardiff, 900 tons 
of Formosa and 400 tons of Japan. The sales have been 1,133 tuns of 
Australian at $9.50 per ton ex ship. Enquiry has been slack and no 
business has been done in Cardiff or English kinds ; Australian is in 
full supply and is freely offered, but as purchasers cannot now be 
found prices are nominal, Rice: The market has been steady 
throughout the past fortnight, and late arrivals of new grain have been 
sold at an advance of 5 cents per picul, at which rise quotations are 
now firm.

SHANGHAI: —Owing to the approach of the New Year there is nothing 
to report. 

Caxtox.—Messrs. Olyphant and Co.’s Circular gives the following 
from Canton :—-T'ea: The settlements given below are reported to have 
been made by one buyer, and show no material change in price ; a por- 
tion of them are probably intended for the Continent. Buyers gene- 
rally abstain from making any offer whatever, and the tone of the mar- 
ket remains as last advised. The following represents the settlements 
for the fortnight :—Congou, 570 boxes, at Ts. 15 to 18 per picul ; ditto, 
80 half-chests, at Tls.15 to 18; Caper, 4,100 boxes, at T's., 14.50 to 
16 ; Imperial, 300 boxes, at Tls.17 to 18. Raw Silk: There has been 
very little inquiry for Europe during the past fortnight. Advices from 
London report prices there as being if anything more depressed, while 
holders here evince no desire to make any concession in values sufficient 
to induce purchasers to operate beyond a limited extent. Fine Silks 
of all descriptions are scarce, and it would seem as if very little more 
desirable grades can be expected from the country before next season. 
Loong Kongs have continued to be asked for, and a small parcel 
of extra is reported settled at $465 per picul. Re-reeled Lacklow has 
been in fair demand, but the stock of this sort isexhausted. Kotengon 
and Tsatlee have been taken tu supply the place of the other at full 
values. Settlements for the fortnight are reported at 150 to 200 Lales. 
Cassia : 2,000 piculs are reported settled by one buyer for shipment in 
equal quantities to the United States and the Continent. The stock 
on offer is 5,500 piculs, for which $13.25 to 13.35 is asked for mats, and 
$13.65 to 13.70 for boxes per picul. Cassia Buds : No purchases have 
been made; stock 300 piculs quoted at $23.50 to 23.75 per picul. Cassia 
Oil: No stuck. Aniseed Star: $24.50 tuo 24.50 per picul ; stock 50 
piculs. Rhubarb: $18 to 35 per picul, nominal; stock 250 piculs. 
Galangal Root: $2.30 to 2.40 per picul ; no sales ; stuck 200 piculs. 
China Root: $3.80 to 3.90 per picul; no sales; stock 200 piculs. 
China Galle : $12 to 12.25 per picul ; sales 25 piculs ; stock 70 piculs. 
Turmeric : $5.25 to 5.50 per picul ; no sales ; stuck 200 piculs. Can- 
tharides : No stock. Musk: $150 to 160 per catty; no sales; stock 
20 catties. Preserves : No change in prices and no business repurted. 
Fire Crackers : Prices remain the same without any business doing for 
export. Matting: We hear of no purchases or contracts having been 
made on foreign account ; native buyers are said to have taken for 
export about 2,000 rolls of assorted qualities at rather full prices. The 
stocks of straw, both manufactured and in the raw state, are currently 
reported to be very moderate, to which we attribute the firm- 
ness of holders both here and in the country. At this, the stuck 
of ready made cargo is below the average of this season of the year. 
Tin has been very dull during the fortnight, total transactions re- 
ported amounting only to about 1,982 piculs, of which the half is for 
China market ; prices have ranged between $31.75 and $31.50 for 
Funghing Chop and $30§ to $30 for ordinary. Stocks are now about 
5,000 piculs, but few of our dealers are willing to sell at $30, at which 
last transaction was completed ; there is no demand for America at pre- 
sent. Gambier has been in active demand, but dealers, owing to the 
approach of the Chinese holidays, are not inclined to enter into 
large transactions ; contracts reported amount to about 650 tons at 
$5.15 to 5.25 ; price closes easier and a reduction of 24 cents might be 
obtained from highest point. Black Pepper is very dull, and the pur- 
chases during the fortnight comprise only about 1,400 piculs at $14.90 
to 14.75 ; at close dealers would probably accept at $14§. White 
Pepper : Large supplies have come in ; we hear of about 3,000 piculs 
being settled during the fortnight at from $18.50 to 16.25, closing quo- 
tation for good Singapore is $174. Bontyne Coffee: Arrivals of about 
1,400 piculs, different sorts, of which 600 piculs have been settled at 
$27% to 294; stock remaining is 800 piculs Bontyne held for $294, 
which so far buyers declined to pay. Pearl Sago : Small has been con- 
tracted for at $3.224 to 3.174; large and medium at $3.45 to 3.60, 
Tapioca is scarce and wanted at $42 to $5, according to quality. 
India Rubber: Small arrivals and gales at $49. Borneo Rubber: 
Supplies have been very small, and all has been taken for Eng- 
land at $364 to 37. Gum Dammar: Last purchase was at $103 no 
demand at present. Cutch: In consequence of high prices in Ran- 
goon one of our dealers has bought up 2,500 boxes at $43, and the 
balance of stock, about 3,C00 boxes, is held for an advance. Buffalo 
Hides: Macassar kind have been taken at $114 to 12; we hear of no 
transactions in Singapore quality, but No. 1 and 2 Siam have been pur- 
chased at $9} and 8}; stocks small. ( .w Hides are much wanted, and 
as high as $21 has been paid for picked lots of China kind, Cassia 
Lignea in no demand whatever. Rattans are much wanted, and prices 
are firmer; supplies of good quality very small. Nutmegs: No 
arrivals. Mace: A trifling transaction at $102. Rice is rather firmer, 
in consequence of a falling off in arrivals ; we quote Rangoon, cargo, 
$1.55 ; Saigon, new grain, $1.673 ; Siam, clean cargo, $1.72.

MARINE INSURANCE. 

A letter appears in the City Article of The Times signed “M. A.,” in 
which the writer, commenting upon the ruinous terms upon which 
Marine insurance has been carried on, says :—Mr. Jeula has recently 
given in The Times the statistical view of Lloyd’s Loss Book, and, with 
your permission, I should be glad now to confirm the results which he 
has arrived at by a review of the year 1872, as presented in the reports 
just issued of the fifteen Marine Insurance Companies which publish 
accounts. As I have no desire to compare the companies with one an- 
other, but as I nevertheless wish to show how the loss has been distri- 
buted, I indicate the several offices by letters of the alphabet. 

“A has lost in 1872, after paying expenses, £40,000, B has lost 
£46,000, C has lost £47,500, D has lost £59,000, E has lost £26,500, F 
has lost £46,000, G has lost. £110,500, H_ haa lost £66,000, I has lost 
£43,500, K has lost £40,500, L has lost £67,000, M_ has lost £17,500, 
N has lost £39,500, O has lost £71,000, P has lost £7,500, making an 
aggregate loss to fifteen companies of £728,000, and in no case can I 
find that any one company has made a profit. 

“ As this loss has arisen on a premium income of £2,488,000, it follows 
that rates of premium ought to have been 293 per cent. higher before 
the Marine Insurance Companies could have escaped loss. The aggre- 
gate paid-up capital of these fifteen companies is £2,092,454, and as 10 
per cent. profit on the capital is a very moderate one fur such a business as 
underwriting, before such a dividend could have been earned premiums 
for 1872 ought to have been no less than 374 per cent. higher than they 
were. In other words, if the rate for every kind of risk was raised in 
the same proportion a premium of £7 7s. per cent., insuring a steamer 
for 12 months, to earn a dividend to the companies of 10 per cent. in 
the year 1872, ought to have been £10 10s. 2d. per cent., and a premium 
of 20s. per cent. on goods by a canal steamer ought to have been 27a 6d. 
per cent. The fact is that when the Suez Canal opened there did not exist 
that competition for quick voyages which is now tempting so many 
steamships to cut corners and wrecking them on well-known reefs, 

“When the Red Sea first became a highway for our Eastern trade 
captains feared its dangers, and escaped them. They now seem to think 
they know the way so well that less care is taken, with most serious 
results ; and it must be remembered that the loss of a fine steamer from 
India or China, value (with its freight and cargo) some £350,000, re- 
presents a loss to the fifteen companies I refer to of, probably, from 
£120,000 to £150,000. 

“Let underwriters, therefore, remember that premiums were too low 
in 1872 by 373 per cent. Let them fairly estimate the value of these 
and other influences as they may be favourable or unfavourable for the 
future, and then let them say whether present ratea are in accordance 
with present prospects.” 


On the 11th instant the Prince of Wales held a levee at St. James’s 
Palace, on behalf of the Queen. The Duke of Edinburgh, Prince Arthur, 
the Duke of Cambridge, Prince Christian, Prince Edward of Saxe-Wei- 
mar, the Duke of Teck, the Nawab Nazim of Bengal, and Prince Soli- 
man of Kudr Bahadoor were present. The presentations, which were 
numerous, included, Captain J. E. Commerell, on return from Foreign 
Service and appointment as A.D.C., by the First Lord of the Admiralty, 
Captain Charles Fellowes, Superintendent of Chatham Dockyard, by 
the First Lord of the Admiralty, and Mr. Robert K. Douglas, Assistant 
Librarian at the British Museum, and Professor of Chinese at King’s 
College, by the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs. The Japanese 
Charge d’ Affaires attended the Diplomatic Circle. 

THE Zoological Society of London have just made an important 
addition to their collection in the shape of a Javan rhinoceros 
(Rhinoceros soondaicvs ), which was received from Java on the 7th inst., 
and is the first animal of the species ever brought alive to Europe. 
There were already representatives of three species of these huge 
animals in the Society's gardens. This makes a fourth, and renders 
the series nearly complete, only two other rhinoceroses being certainly 
known to exist. The Javan rhinoceros occupies the “stall” in the 
new elephant house, become vacant by the decease of the old Indian 
female rhinoceros, 

Count EpMunp BeETHLEN has presented the Trieste Chamber of Com- 
merce with a valuable collection, including an interesting report of his 
travels in Burmah. This enterprising traveller adopted the merchant 
service for his profession, and he undertook for the Trieste Chamber of 
Commerce a special mission to Burmah. He visited most of the im- 
portant places there, and at Mandalay was presented to the Burmese 
Sovereign. His work on the Celestial Empire will shortly be pub- 
lished. 

Art the Entomological Society Mr. M‘Lachlan exhibited two male 
examples of an Orthopterous insect, belonging to the family Locustida. 
They were said to be suld in the streets of Shanghai, confined in orna- 
mental wicker cages, and bought for the sound they produced. 

WE regret to state that Sir Albert Sassoon met with an accident on 
the day of the procession, and sustained a slight fracture of the arm, 
but is progressing satisfactorily. 

THE French Geographical Society has voted 3,000 francs to the family 
of the late Lieutenant Uarnier, in recognition of his services.

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CONSECRATION OF THE BISHOP OF VICTORIA. 

It is now nearly three years since the Right Rev. C. R. Al- 
ford, D.D., the second Bishop of Victoria, returned from Hong 
Kong to resign his charge of the diocese. Since that time con- 
siderable change has taken place in the limits of its jurisdiction, 
by the appointment of Bishop Russell to the kara super- 
vision of North China. The status of the new bishop has also 
undergone an important change, no “letters patent” having 
been granted to the new Bishop of Victoria, whose consecration 
took place yesterday at the parish church of St. Mary, Lambeth, 
in the presence of a large congregation. At half-past ten o’clock 
the churchwardens and other parish officials assembled at the 
vestry, and proceeded with the choir and a large body of the 
neighbouring clergy, including the Rev. J. F. Lingham, the 
rector, and the Rev. J. H. Titcomb, rural dean, to the library of 
Lambeth Palace, where a procession was formed, which entered 
the church in the following order :—

Morning prayer having been said at nine o'clock, the Bishop of 
London commenced the service for Holy Communion. The 
eg (Acts xx. 17) was read by the Bishop of Rochester, and 
the gospel (St. John, xx. 19), by the Bishop of Winchester, who 
wore ihe order of Prelate of the Garter. ‘The Bishops Elect, 

_ having places reserved for them on the north side of the chancel, 
were in black gowns, and each wore his doctor’s hood. After the 
Nicene Creed the Right Rev. Bishop Ryan ascended the pulpit 
and preached the sermon, taking for his text 2 Chron. xiv. 11, 
“ Help us O Lord our God ; we rest on thee, and in thy name 
we go against this multitude.” After a rapid sketch of the vast 
opening for missionary enterprise in all parts of the world, as 
testified to by living authorities and those who had so lately 
been removed from us, mentioning amongst others the in- 
defatigable traveller, Dr. Livingstone, the preacher alluded 
to the undoubted suceess of our missions during the last 
few years of increased zeal and activity. In 1836 we sent 
our first missionary to the confines of China, 70 one missionary 
alone reports 500 candidates for baptism. After paying a well- 
deserved tribute to Dr. Burdon, who returns to China to make 

“use of his twenty-six years’ experience as a‘ missionary there, 
during which he had translated the Old and New Testaments and 
the Pin yer Book into the Mandarin dialect, the Bishop re- 
ferred to the no less laborious and promising sphere to which 
Archdeacon Utterton had been called, to the great joy of not 
only the good Bishop whose labours were so suddenly terminated 
on the Surrey hills Jast summer, but also that aged prelate who, 
though absent in body, was indeed present in spirit, ever taking 
the warmest interest in everything which appertained to the 
spiritual welfare of the diocese in which he laboured for s0 many 
years, and during whose episcopate 176 new churches had been 
added to his charge. 

The sermon, which lasted thirty-five minutes, having ended, 
the Bishops Elect retired to the vestry to assume their rochets, 
At the conclusion of the hymn they returned, and were pre- 
sented to the Bishop of London, acting for the Archbishop, who 
was seated in his chair in front of the altar. Dr. Burdon was 

ted by Bishops Alford and Ryan, and Dr. Utterton by the 
Bishops of Winchester and Rochester." The Letters Patent for 
the Bishop Sutfragan of Guildford, and the Royal License for 
the Bishop of Victoria having been read, the oath of obedience 
to the Metropolitical Church of Canterbury was administered to 
each of the new Bishops, after which the Litany was read by 
the Rector. 

The Bishops Elect then retired to assume the full Episcopal 
habit, while the congregation sang Mr. Stone’s well known 
hymn, “ The Church’s one foundation.” The pas be Elect now 
kneeling at the rails, with the Bishop of London and the 
assistant Bishops standing round them the “ Veni Creator” was 
sung by the choir, who were in the west gallery in front of the 
organ, after which the act of consecration took place, all the 
five Bishops taking part in the imposition of hands. 

The Bishop of Winchester read the offertory sentences, 
while the offertory for the Church of England Scrip- 
ture Readers’ Society was being collected from the congre- 

tion, each of the Bishops and officiating clergy presenting 
their devotions singly, kneeling before the Holy Table. A large 
number of the congregation, chiefly personal friends of the two 
Bishops just consecrated, remained to join in Holy Communion, 

The benediction having been pronounced by the Bishop of 
London, the procession was re-formed, and conducted by the 
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officials to Lambeth Palace. Thus were added to the Episcopate 





two more Bishops, whose past lives are the best guarantee for 


their future usefulness among the widely different but equall 
needy flocks to which they have been called. a

The screw steamer Vancouver, Capt. Shaw—who has been for 
many years snaaetl in steamers in China and Japan—is the 
second of the fleet of the China Trans-Pacific Steam Company, 
for model and finish she will compare with any steamer affoat, 
and for special convenience for the service for which she is. in- 
tended, is certainly superior to anything in the trade. The 
Vancouver has been specially built for the line by Messrs. Hen- 
derson, Coulbourn, and Co., on Clyde.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RotrernaM, Manca 11. 

It is with much regret I hear that the King has again been ill; 
he suffers, it is said, from a severe cold. The Azmsterdamsche Courant 
has stated that his Majesty declines to accept a present on the 12th of 
May. He wishes that the money which is subscribed for the purpose 
should be expended on behalf of a charitable institution. 

The tone which has prevailed for some time past in the Batavia 
papers has created a good deal of indignation here, Mr. Busken Huet, 
who was sent to Java to raise the moral level of the press, has sacri- 
ficed his reputation as a litterateur, as wellas Mr. Van Daalen, the editor 
of the Jara Bode. As matters stand now, it scoms not at all impro- 
bable that these gentlemen will take to the pistol, instead of the pen. 
They are abusing each other most heartily. 

Rumours are current that Mr. Van Delden wished to resign office 
now that his Monetary Bill has bee outvoted. The Premier, however, 
is of opinion that if the Minister of the Financial Department puts his 
portfolio at the disposal of the King, the whole Cabinet must ask for 
their dismissal. Thereupon Mr. Van Delden has decided to remain in 
office. 

On the 17th inst. the monument in memory of tho late King Wil- 
liam IT., which will be erected at Tiiburg, will bo inaugurated. The 
King will attend the ceremony, :

THE WAR IN ATCHIN. 

AmonG the most recent telegrams from the Straits we 
read that the Atchinese have several forts inland, strongly 
defended with guns and supplies brought from the Kraton ; 
that they have no intention of yielding, but mean, on the 
contrary, to prolong the struggle, in the hope that sickness 
among the Dutch troops may aid them in their resistance. 
They still maintain, also, that the Treaty of 1857, on which 
the Dutch base their claims, is a forgery, and they look 
upon England as having broken faith with them. As to the 
Hollanders, they on their side appear to be equally stubborn. 
They propose—as their newspapers inform us—“ once and 
for all, to put an end to Atchin as a separate Power,” not, 
that is, to satisfy themselves with exacting the costs of the 
war from the SULTAN’s Treasuries, and concluding a treaty 
to carry out their original demands, which were confined 
to the repression of certain abuses, and the right to erect 
a lighthouse here and there. These concessions would no 
longer content them ; what they have now determined on 
is to subjugate the whole of Atchin, and reduce its sove- 
reign to the position of one of the petty chieftains in Java. 
Such being the views of the Dutch, we find them taking the 
steps proper to attain their ends; they are, in fact, organ- 
ising a regular military establishment at Kraton, and by 
making that their military centre they will be able gradu- 
ally to exterminate their foe, and reduce the whole 
territory, province by province, into complete submis- 
sion. To accomplish this will of course involve much 
loss of time, much expenditure of money, and much 
waste of energy. These are endurable evils, and even if it 
is not very cheering to learn that the Atchinese have burnt 
all their pepper plantations, and that in consequence the 
price of this article has already risen, and will probably 
rise much higher, yet, so far as these points are concerned, 
we can console ourselves with the reflection that, though 
the long-suffering Hollanders may gain a trifle by the dear- 
ness of pepper, yet the time, the trouble, and the money 
thrown away will be an outlay entirely their own. En- 
glishmen, however—and we may say men of intelligence 
all over the world—will be far more inclined to deplore the 
bloodshed, the miseries, and the sickness which this pro- 
tracted little war is entailing. The delays and difficulties 
which the Dutch encounter make it probable—if not cer- 
tain—that they will not get their campaign concluded 
before the change of the monsoon. And thus the war will 
have to go on till the early part of 1875. Of course we 
none of us know—we probably never shall—the actual loss 
of life which has occurred among the ranks of the Dutch. 

The critical position of Holland as a dominant Power in 
the East Indian Archipelago, holding the Malay races in 
subjection by the power of the sword, renders it of para- 
mount importance to her to keep the lustre of her prestige 
as unsullied as may be. Hence all true versions of the 
casualties they suffer, of their occasional failures, their not 
unfrequent repulses, are carefully suppressed, and the 
futility of the enemy’s resistance is brought out with a 
prominence which contrasts strangely with the tardiness of 
the Dutch advance. But we do here and there get a 
glimpse of the truth, for there is at any rate one “ special 
correspondent,” not exactly “on the spot ”—we presume 
he is not allowed to proceed there—but writing sometimes 
from Batavia and sometimes from Padang. It is really 
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sickening to read in his story the details of the despairin 
resistance offered by these unhappy and unenlighten 
Mahommedans. In vain they struggle devotedly to defend 
their country and their homes against what they believe to 
be an unrightous invasion. They muster gallantly to face 
the modern artillery and arms of precision, and of course 
are mowed down often like flocks of helpless sheep. Girls 
of sixteen and children four years old are found among 
the bodies of the slain. What, then, has this doomed race 
done to merit carnage so horrifying as this? Are they 
blood-drinking cannibals like the men of Dahomey? Are 
they a perjured tribe who have wantonly violated the most 
solemn obligations as did the Lava-bed Modocs? Not at 
all. They are a reasonably civilised people, growers of 
rice and pepper, who have enjoyed peaceable and orderly 
government under their own sovereign for fifty years past 
at the least. The Dutch simply saw the land that it is 
fair,— AHAB has coveted the vineyard of NaBsoTH—and, 
coute qui cbute, on any pretence or none, has set himself to 
the accomplishment of his end. This is really no exagge- 
rated statement. 

We ourselves in 1819—or thereabouts—made a treaty 
of amity and commerce with Atchin, by which its in- 
dependence was secured; in 1824 we made our famous 
Treaty with the Dutch, to whom we surrendered our 
possessions in Sumatra at Yenevolen and elsewhere, un- 
dertaking «ith the Dutch to arora our existing treaties 
with native potentates in that island. At the same time, 
in the note appended to the Treaty of 1824, our plenipo- 
tentiaries expressly declared that it was understood that 
the independence of Atchin was to be respected, to which 
the Dutch conveyed an evasive reply. But we never did 
fulfil our obligation to the Dutch. We never abrogated 
our Treaty with Atchin. We dropped it, and allowed it 
to become obsolete. In the eyes of the Sultan and his 

ople, however, that English Treaty is still in force, and 
he is quite right in his view ; for while we have never 
notified him of its abrogation, we have also steadily, up to 
November 2, 1871, resisted the efforts of the Dutch to 
attack Atchin. On the date last named we signed a new 
Convention es into a treacherous compact, the At- 
chinese would say), by which we “desist from all objec- 
“tions against the extension of the Dutch dominion in 
“ any part of Sumatra.” These words prove the correct- 
ness of our preceding explanation of the British posi- 
tion towards Atchin; and we may add that the con- 
tract was concluded without a reference to the SULTAN ! 
This is what the authorities at Atchin have in their minds 
when they declare “that England has broken faith with 
them.” The Dutch complained of piracy and outrages on 
the Atchinese coasts, and asked to put lighthouses in some 
places there. The SuLTAN did not want the lighthouses, 
and knew nothing of the crimes, but he gave Holland full 
leave to cruise in his waters, and punish the guilty parties. 
The answer was not a satisfactory one, but it more than 
fulfils the requirements of strict International Law ; and 
petty disputes of this kind can be set right by diplomacy 
with a few weeks’ correspondence and trouble. They do 
not amount to a casus belli. If they did we should now see 
England putting men, women, and children in Laroot to 
the sword, and there would have been war with China once 
a fortnight for the last ten years. It is idle to discuss the 
point. The Dutch wanted Atchin, as NICHOLAS wanted 
Constantinople, and these were the pleas. Had they really 
sought nothing more than redress for grievances, they 
would have probably got it. We sincerely hope that 
Lord DERBY may see his way to some sort of mediation 
to stay the sickening slaughter. 








REVISION OF THE TREATIES. 

Some seven months have now elapsed since the Japanese 
Embassy to the European Powers arrived back in their 
own country, and it is a matter of surprise to all who have 
interests in Japan that we have received no definite advices 
of negotiations for the revision of our Treaty between Sir 
Harry PARKES and the Japanese Government. We have 
heard, it is true, that, soon after the return of the Em- 
bassy, an effort was made to obtain a promise from 
the Japanese Government that the whole Empire should 
be thrown unreservedly open to foreigners; this, how- 
ever, was met by a request for the abrogation of the 
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ex-territoriality clauses in the Treaties. Being told 
that this could not be conceded under any circum- 
stances, the Japanese proceeded to withdraw certain 
liberties, which they had of their own free will granted 
to foreigners, and demanded that, in accordance with 
the strict letter of the Eastern Treaties, they should 
not be allowed to travel beyond certain prescribed limits in 
the vicinity of the various Treaty ports. On this point the 
German Minister has taken somewhat novel ground, and 
set his colleagues a good example, which we hope they will

not be slow to follow, and that thus the irritating and ob- 
noxious action on the part of the Japanese Government may 
be speedily modified. Herr von BRANDT maintains that 


the Japanese have themselves violated the clause in the old 
Treaties which they now seek to revive and enforce, by in_ 
troducing foreigners into the interior for the instruction of 
their youth, the development of their mineral resources, 
&c., and on this ground he proposes to resist the at- 
tempt to exclude his countrymen from free circulation 
in the interior, whether for pleasure or purposes of trade. 


Considering the rapid strides which the Japanese have of 


late years made in the paths of progress and civilisation, 
it is disappointing to see them thus clinging to a relic 
of their old policy of isolation ; and in view of the intelli- 


gence displayed by them in various matters of administra- 
tive reform, &c., it is astounding that they should for a 


moment think of reviving a doctrine which they had 


tacitly and voluntarily given up. From what has now 


transpired it is quite clear that, unless this objectionable 
clause be at once withdrawn in a new Treaty (which surely 


ought by this time to be ripe for signature), it will be the 
cause of endless difficulties and constant irritation between 


foreigners and the Japanese authorities. 
The state of matters in China is equally unsatisfactory, 


or rather, looking to the magnitude of the interests in- 


volved, it is much more disappointing. After a great 
flourish of trumpets, after collecting numerous and elaborate 


reports from Her Masesty’s Consuls, from the Chambers 


of Commerce, and from the leading mercantile houses, 
Sir RUTHERFORD ALCOCK in 1869 concluded a Convention 


with the Chinese Government for the revision of the 
This Convention, as is well known, Her MAJESTY 
was induced to refuse to ratify by the advice of her respon- 
sible Ministers, which advice was given in consequence of 


Treaty. 


the urgent representations made to the late Lord CLAREN- 
DON by a large and influential deputation of merchants and 
others interested in China; and since then, as far as we 
are aware, absolutely nothing has been done in the matter. 
For a long while, whenever the subject was raised, the offi- 
cial answer was, “ Wait till the Audience question is set- 
“ tled, and then we will procure a revision of the Treaty 
“* on better terms ;” and the mercantile community, seeing 
that there was some show of reason in the reply, and not 
wishing to hamper the free action of Her Masesty’s Envoy, 
agreed to wait. The attention of all became concentrated 

- upon the Audience question, the solution of which difficulty 
was to be the sovereign panacca for all the ills and injus- 
tice we had had to put up with at the hands of the Chinese 
Government. The Audience question, as is sufficiently 
notorious, was settled by the EMPEROR publicly receiving 
the Diplomatic Corps on the 29th of last June; but still we 
hear nothing of the revision of the Treaty. For aught we 
know to the contrary, the past eight or nine months have 
been spent in simply doing nothing, and this policy of in- 
action and stagnation is intolerable. This country main- 
tains, at a heavy cost to the taxpayer, a large diplomatic 
staff at Peking, and it has a right to expect that it:shall do 
something. We would urge the great importance of these 
Treaties on the attention of our new Foreign Minister, 
Lord DERBY, and, considering the time already lost, it is 
not asking too much to demand that the subject should 
have his Lordship’s immediate consideration. 





A TELEGRAM from Constantinople states that the Porte 
has again given positive instructions to the Khedive to 
inform the Suez Canal Company that, while they may 
either accept or decline the temporary surtax in their 
favour, proposed by the International Tonnage Commis- 
sion, yet they must abide by the rules determining the net 
tonnage of ships upon which tolls are levied. 
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A RUMOUR has been current in the City that it was the 
intention of Her MAJEsTy’s Government to take steps to 
mediate between the Dutch and the Sultan of ATCHIN. 
There is, however, no truth in it.

THE TREATY WITH PERAK. 

The following, which appeared in The Times of the 11th, 
describes our position and the action taken by Sir Andrew 
Clarke which ended inthe Treaty of Perak. We trust that it 
will soon receive ratification, and be published for general infor- 
mation :— 

The lower extremity of the Malay peninsula, which forms the eastern 
shore of the Straits of Malacca, and extends for more than 300 miles 
from opposite the island of Penang to that of Singapore, is divided into 
several independent little principalities, under Malay sultans, rajahs, 
and other chiefs. The northernmost of these is Perak, whose northern 
district, called Larut, adjoins our Province Wellesley. The Sultan of 
Perak died nearly three years ago, and Abdullah, the Rajah Mudah, was, 
beyond all question, entitled by Malay law and usage to succeed him. 
By some intrigue, however, among the Malay chiefs, his title was ignored, 
and the Governor of Larut, or Orang Kayah Muntir, as he is styled, 
seems to have recognised another chief, the Rajah Bindaharah, as Sul- 
tan, and civil war between him and the Rajah Mudah was the conse- 
quence. If it had been confined to these Perak Malays it would have 
been of no material importance to us ; but Larut is full of tin, which 
has for many years attracted Chinese miners and Chinese capital from 
Penang, and both miners and capitalists, who had a quarrel among 
themselves of some years’ standing, were quickly involved in the 
Perak war of succession. One tribe of them espoused the cause 
of the Rajah Mudah, another that of the Muntir Captain Speedy, for- 
merly at the head of the Penang police, took service under the latter, 
and raised for him a body of some 300 Sepoys in India. Junks were 
fitted out in Penang, and men and arms were despatched from it to the 
scene of war. It is even said that the wounded were brought back to 
our Settlement and treated in the Government hospitals. Thus, not 
only was Perak in a blaze, but the fire threatened to break out at any 
moment on our own soil zmong,the inflammable materials collected on 
it. The war had become rather a struggle between two factions of 
Penang Chinamen than one between two Malay chieftains, and the for- 
mer actually threatened to fight it out in the streets of Penang, instead 
of going to the rivers and jungles of the mainland for the purpose. 

Our Colonial authorities at first maintained a strict neutrality, and 
to enforce it, the Governor, Sir H. Ord, prohibited all exportation of 
military stores to Perak, as he had power to do, under a lucal enact- 
ment. But in the course of last year he announced that he recognised 
the Muntir as the ruler of Larut, and he modified his prohibition by 
making an exception in the Muntir's favour. This measure, of ques- 
tionable legality, had not the effect apparently expected from it ; on 
the contrary, it made matters worse, for it called in the aid of smug- 
gling and piracy to redress the balance which it had disturbed. The 
Chinese allies of the Rajah Mudah found little difficulty in sending to 
Perak the means of maintaining the contest. Large boats, manned 
with sixty rowers and twenty-five riflemen, made their appearance in 
the Perak waters, and carried terror along the coast. They did not 
even shrink from firing on the boats of Her Majesty's ships Midge and 
Thalia ; for it was another result of opening our markets to the Muntir, 
while shutting them to the other side, that the latter regarded the 
English as allies of their enemy, and their visits up their rivers and 
creeks as threatening and hostile. 

Such was the state of things when Sir A. Clarke arrived in the 
Straits of Malacca last November and he seems to have Jost no time in 
forming a simple but effectual plan for putting an end to a nuisance 
and danger whieh not only affected the trade but threatened the peace 
of our colony. Proceeding to the little island of Pangkor (or Dinding, 
as the Dutch used to call it) off the coast of Perak, he assembled the 
Rajah Mudah, the Muntir, and several of the principal chiefs of the 
country, a8 well as some of the leading Chinamen who were concerned 
in the war, and proposed an arrangement, which was accepted. The 
Rajah Mudah was acknowledged the rightful Sovereign of Perak ; the 





‘Muntir was confirmed in his governorship of Larut, but he was charged 


with the cost of our intervention ; and in order to guard against a re- 
lapse into anarchy, both the Rajah and the Muntir engaged to reccive 
and maintain wt their expense a British Resident and an Assistant Resi- 
dent, with suitable establishments, under whose advice they engaged to 
act in all matters of Government. and finance. 

This introduction of the seeds of civilised government into the Malay 
peninsula seems destined to change the faces of that country. Endowed 
with a fertile soil and inexhaustible mineral wealth, chiefly tin, it has 
remained to the present time little else than an immense primeval 
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forest, the undisturbed abode of the tiger, the elephant, the rhinoceros, 
and the tapir. Little villages of Malays are thinly scattered along its 
shores and on the banks of its rivers ; but the bounty of nature has 
been thrown away on them. Where there is no protection there can 
be no industry ; and there is little or none here. The only idea of go- 

. Vernment which a Malay has is much the same as that which once pre- 
yailed in Europe. He builds a stockade on the river side, and levies 
black mail on the passing traffic. The Chinese hawker and miner is 
suffered to make his way through his wild forests and mountains, for 
the same purpose as that for which the knight of old tolerated the 
trader. Our policy as regards its petty princes bas hitherto been one 
of non-interference, or, occasionally, of interference of a kind which 
did more harm than good, bringing no benefit to them, and re- 
flecting no credit on us, There is every reason to expect, how- 
ever, that now, as soon as the reasonable security for person and 
property is established in Larut and Perak, there will be a con- 
siderable influx of population and capitel into the country ; and 
an excise on opium will afford an ample revenue for maintaining 
the necessary establishments for preserving order and punishing crime. 
Not only Chinese traders, shopkeepers, and labourers will flock into the 
country in increased numbers, but even the Malay fishermen and pea- 
sants will come from other States to settle where they feel they are 
safe from the oppression of their chiefs as well as from the 
attacks of the burglar and pirate. In no part of the East have they 
congregated more thickly than in the Straits Settlements ever since 
these have been under our flag. The success of Sir A. Clarke's experi- 
ment, however, will depend materially on the personal character of the 
Resident whe is to represent British power and to exercise British in- 
fluence. If he is liked and respected by the Malays he will lead them 
ensily as the Brookes have done in Borneo. But to be liked and _re- 
spected he must understand them, their language, character, and 
habits ; he must be patient, cool, and firm, and he must be sober, truth- 
ful and incorruptible. 

The engagement entered into by the Perak chiefs comprise a cession 
of a strip of their territory adjoining Province Wellesley and another 
on the mainland opposite to Pangker. The object of the former is 
apparently to protect our southern frontier from the amugglers and 
robbers who have long given the Penang police trouble on that side. 
The advantage of the latter cession is not so obvious. The island of 
Pangkor is a barren rock on which the Dutch once had a fort for the 
purpose of levying dues on all the traffic that entered or left Perak by 
the River Dinding, and our title to it would be questionable if it were 
worth questioning. The mainland opposite, which is now ceded, is 
well suited for sugar gro wing, and is said to be also rich in tin. It will, 
however, be necessary to provide the requisite establishments for go- 
verning the place; and Sir A. Clarke has probably seen his way to 
making it self-supporting. He will before long find it necessary to 
turn his attention to the affairs of Salangore, Sungie-ujong, and Rembau, 
which are in a very unsatisfactory state, and the manner in which he 
has dealt with the Perak question justifies every confidence in his judg- 
ment. Let us hope that from his arrival in the Straits the Peninsula 
will date a new era of development and civilisation. 

(To the Editor of the London and China Teleqraph,) 

Str,—In a letter in Zhe Times of yesterday, signed “ Malacca,” a doubt 
is expressed as to the legality of Sir H. Ord's one-sided prohibition of 
the exportation of arms to Perak. It is singular that this question 
should never have occurred to the merchants of the Colony. It was a 
favourite practice of the late Governor thus to favour one native chief 
and to injure another ; but I think it was clearly as illegal as it was 
obviously contrary to the spirit and object of the very law under which 
he assumed the power of so acting. 

The Act 13 of 1867 empowered the Governor to prohibit the expor- 
tation of military stores and provisions to any country ; allowing only 
one exception, viz., such a supply as is necessary for the protection of a 
vessel going to the country. The object of the Act was plainly to 
enforce the duty of strict neutrality on the merchants and_ traders of 
the Colony. For this important purpose only was he empowered to 
interfere with their trade. But when the Governor took upon himself 
to prohibit the export of arms and ammunition to one of two parties 
in a civil war, and to allow it in favour of the other, he took upon him- 
self to interfere with the freedom of trade fora totally different purpose, 
and a purpose directly the reverse of that which alone justified his 
interference. Suppose an Act had authorised our Government during 
the American civil war to prohibit the exportation of arms to America, 
what should we have thought of a proclamation prohibiting the expor- 
tation except for the uscand on the demand of the President of the Con- 
federate States? Yet Sir I. Ord did not hesitate to exercise the power 
in question in this way rvure than once.— Yours, &e.,

TIE DESTRUCTION OF THE SUMMER PALACE 
AT PERING. 

Four letters appear in The Times of the 11th about the bu 
ing of the Summer P lace at Peking. A correspondent signj2e¢ 
himself “ D.” says :—. 

The evidence of Count Palikao, or as he was called in 1860, General 
Montauban, on the plundering of the Swiuimer Palace, as reported by 
your Paris correspondent, needs, [ think, some explanation. In saying 
that the Palace was not sacked, General Montanban merely repeats the 
assertions he made at the time to General Sir Hope Grant and others, 
But what were the facts? On the 6th of October, while the English 
army, with the French on their right, were marching along the east 
face of the city of Peking, our allies, without the knowledge of our 
General, executed a flank movement in our rear and marched straight 
to the Summer Palace, which is situated six miles in a north-westerly 
direction from the city. So secretly was this movernent executed that 
Sir Hope Grant, not being able tu find them, on the following morning 
fired a salute of 21 guns to acquaint them with our position, and 
receiving no answer, despatched Colonel—now Sir Garnet—Wolseley 
with an escort of Sowars to discover their position.

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Wolseley soon found them in possession of the Palace, and thither 
shortly afterwards Lord Elgin and Sir Hope Grant, accompanied by 
their stalls, went to visit the French General and to inspect the de- 
serted abode of the Son of Heaven, On their arrival General Mon- 
tanban begged that Sir Hope Grant would not bring a large party inte 
the Palace, as none of the French officers had been permitted to enter, 
and further assured him that nothing hal been touched. On this 
peint, writes an eye-witness-—the Rev. R, M’Ghee, chaplain to the 
forces—“ another curious fact is that while General Montauban assured 
Sir Hope Grant that ‘nothing had been touched’ (which of course be 
believed to he the case), any number of richly-jewelled watches were 
to he bought at that moment in the French camp, while the soldiers’ 
tents and the ground around them were a perfect blaze of silk and 
embroidery.” And again, the same writer suys that while the officers 
on Sir Hope Grant’s staff were, at the request of General Montauban, 
left outside the Imperial Iuildings, “they were accosted by French 
officers passing and repassing them, thus —' Mais pourquoi n'entrez rows 
pas, Messicurs £ Ce ies pas defeada Wentrer, mais reyard@,’ and diving 
Into the capacious pockets of his overalls, he would produce a Lar or 
plate of gold.” And if any further evidence as to the looting was re- 
quired, is it not furnizhed by the presence of the pearl necklaces, jade 
ornaments, jeweliery, silks, and satins, all bearing the unmistakable 
marks of former Imperial ownership which are to be found at the pre- 
sent day in France and in Enzland ? 

feneral Montauban’s aceount of the formation of the Prize Com- 
mission and of the burning of the Palace, as reported by your corre- 
spondent, is substantially correct. Concerning the latter act of justice 
Lord Elgin in adespatch to Prince Kung, after speaking of the treachery 
of the Chinese Government in seizing Parkes, Loch, and others while 
under a flag of truce, and of the barbarities, ending in some cases in 
death, to which the prisoners were subjected, says :—“ Until this foul 
deed shall have been expiated, peace between Great Britain and the 
existing Dynasty of China is inpossible.

By the afternoon of the next day little remained to mark the 
former spleudours of Yuen-miny-yuen. 

H. B. L. writes as follows :—I observe in your Paris letter that Gen. 
Montauban is reported to have stated, when giving evidence with refer- 
ence to the presentation by the French Army of certain valuables found 
in the Emperor of China’s Summer Palace to the Emperor Napoleon, that 
a mixed Commizsion was appointed to divide the booty taken in the 
Palace equally between the Enelish and French Armies, that “ there 
was nothing in the nature of indiscriminate pillage,” and © that every- 
thing was done regularly in conformity with the instructions in force.” 
The facts, 1 believe, are shortly these :—The Summer Palace, as well as 
the Treasury where the ingots referred to by General Montauban were 
found, had been in the possession of the French Army some hours be- 
fore any steps were taken for securing to the English Ariny any share 
in the captured property, and it was only when one of the Enylish 
Prize Commissioners, seeing the French soldiers in full posaession of 
the Treasury, insisted upon a fair division of the treasure, that any 
measures were adopted by the French for guarding it from further pil- 
lage by their soldiers, As regards the other valuables taken by the 
French upon their first capture of the Palace, Tam not aware that any 
division was ever made, The Palace was not burnt for several days 
after its capture, and was destroyed, not to avenge the death of Mr. 
Bowlby, The Ties correspondent, as is apparently implied by Generil 
Montauban, deeply as that gentleman's death was lamented, but aa 2 
punishment, inflicted upon the Emperor of China for an act of treachers 
to a flag of truce perpetrated by his Government, if not by his direct 
instructions, and the subsequent murder of some, and the ill-treatment 
of the remainder, of those who had been captured while under its pro- 
tection. General Montauban, as reported some days ago, appears to 
have stated that the English at one time also proposed to destroy the 
Emperor's Winter Palace, which is situate in the centre of Peking. I 
believe J may positively state no such act was ever even contemplated 
by Lord Elin. 

T. E. K. writes—T spent several hours in the Summer Palace on the 
morning of the 7th or Sth of Ocivber, 1860 (I forget the precise day, 
but I know it was on a Monday), and I saw hundreds of French officers 
and soldiers, not only busily employed in plundering its contents, but 
also in wantonly destroying valuable clocks and mirrors. Many of my 
brother officers could substantiate my assertion. For several weeks 
afterwards our camp used to he visited by French soldiers, offering 
watches and other articles of value for sale. 

Mr Arthur Arnold writes as follows,— According to your own corres- 
pondent, Count Palikao “ distinctly asserts that nothing was touched in 
the Emperor's Palace when the English arrived.” An eye-witness (I 
enclose his name for your satisfaction) told me in 1864 that the very 
persons who first entered with General Montauban did not come out 
empty-handed. It is, however, possible that their pocketing of jewels, 
&e., was unobserved by the General. 

Major-General Foley writes to The Thaes as follows :—“ I cannot 
agree that the Palace was not sacked. It is true that General de Mon- 
tauban gave orders that nothing should be touched until the arrival of 
Sir Hope Grant, but I saw a woeful difference in the appearance of the 
wondrously magnificent collections which met the eve upon the first 
entrance intu the Palace at 6.a.M. on the 7th of October of General de 
Montauban, his Statf, and myself, and that which presented itself upon 
our return to the Palace after breakfast. about 11.30 a.m. Sir H. Grant 
arrived about. 1 p.u., and it was then agreed that a mixed Commission 
should decide what was best worth carrying away, and divide the se- 
lection between the English and French forces, The looting continued 
on Monday and Tuesday of the things now set apart by the Com- 
missioners, On the afternoon of the 8th an orderly officer informed 
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General de Montauban, with whom I was riding, that the Imperial 
Treasury had been discovered. Upon arriving at the spot we found the 
French had been in possession some time, and had secured the most 
precious articles. General de Montauban immediately acceded to my 
request that the place might be cleared of people and a guard put over 
the entrance until I had communicated with Sir Hope Grant. On the 
15th General Montauban refused to assist in burning the remaining 
Palaces, on the score that it was a useless revenge ; they were conse- 
quently burnt by a division of the English force. I can confirm General 
de Montauban’s statément that the band of Chinese which followed the 
Army looted immensely, we being unable to prevent them, from their 
superior knowledge of the locality. The French left the place on the 
9th. General de Montauban merely acted up to the arrangement agreed 
upon before marching to the Summer Palace. There was no secrecy in 
the march, nor was any flank movement executed.—I am, Sir, your 

obedient servant, “St. Grorckt Fotey, Major-General, 
Commissioner at the French Head Quarters during 

“March 13.” the Anglo-French War with China, 


‘The Paris correspondent of the Pall Mall says:—“The attempt 
made by the Comte de Palikao to exculpate himself and his troops from 
the accusation of having plundered the Summer Palace has not made 
many converts here, the facts being too recent and too well-known. 
Certain it is that for some reason or another the Chambers, on the de- 
mand of the Emperor Napoleon, refused to vote the Comte de Palikao 
a pension when he returned from China, and the Chambers were notin 
the habit of refusing to do what his Majesty desired. The story told 
here is that two officers stood at each gate of the palace and examined 
the plunder in possession of the men, taking from them all objects of 
great value. Had the Corps Legislatifjbeen aware that the Count had 
reaped nothing but laurels at Peking, it would have doubtless voted 
him a pension.” 

A correspondent, signing himself ‘One who was There,” writes to 
the Standard as follows :—“On the 5th of October, 1860, the English 
army left camp near Tong Chew, and advanced on Peking, with the 
rather comforting rumour through the ranks that Sankolinsin was in 
our front at the head of 32,000 Tartars ; our number, all told, was 
under 3,000 fighting men, the French army not in sight. After halting 
a few hours same night we started the following morning, the 1st 
(King's) Dragoons thrown out well in front as mounted skirmishers. 
Towards evening Colonel Elkington, A.D.C. to General Michell, dis- 
covered the rear of ‘Sankolinsin’s’ army on our extreme left. Taking 
letter A company 2nd battalion 60th Rifles, then commanded by Lieu- 
tenant A. S. Heathcote, V.C., from the advancing column, after a sharp 
run of about half a mile they came up with the enemy, and engaged 
them with a view of compelling them to make a stand and fight, not- 
withstanding their numbers, as the doubtful fate of Captain Brabazon 
and twenty of our comrades (whom they basely murdered under a flag 
of truce a few days before, as we afterwards learned) determined us to 
worry them if they gave us a chance ; but by the time the supports 
came up and the little army put itself into position to fight the Tartars 
had bolted ; they had no impedimenta, we were in complete marching 
order ; thus ended the fighting at Peking. About the Sth or 9tha 
rumour was spread through the English army, then quartered in the 
suburbs facing the north side of the city, that General Montauban and 
his Culottes Rouges had been led on the palace of ‘Yuen Ming 
Yuen’ by one of the Russian embassy then located in Peking and 
looted it, which account proved true, as far as the looting is concerned, 
for when we marched on the 18th to view it, all that remained was 
some rolls of silk and a few enamelled vases.” 


Professor Douglas, the writer of the letter upon this subject, which 
appeared in The Times, signed “D.,"’ sends a second communication to 
that journal, in which, in reply to some contradictions from General 
Foley, the Professor gives some quotations from Lord Elgin’s letters 
and journals with regard to the French advance on the Summer Palace 
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At the general court of the proprietors of the Bank of England 
it was stated that the net profits for the half-year ended the 28th 
ult. were £733,298, mee the rest £3,760,694. A dividend of 
5 per cent. was recommended to be paid, which would leave the 
rest at £3,033,044, 

A circular, issued by the Telegraph Companiazs, restricting the 
use of compound words, has caused much opposition. No doubt 
me the words given in the list of objectionable compound 
words should be charged as three words, while others require the 
decision of a very learned authority ; but surely the Company 
can decide the matter by charging the full price in cases where 
the words are decidedly illegitimate. Reuter’s Company have 
sent in a protest to the Indian Telegraph department. 

The Erie Railway Company’s new issue of Seven per Cent. 
Bonds is announced. The amount is £3,000,000, in bonds of 
£200 each, the issue price being 78 per cent., or £156 per bond ; 
and these are redeemable at par after five years, and not later 
than twenty years, at the company’s option. Both principal and 
interest are payable in London in sterling, and they are secured 
by a mortgage of the franchises and property of the company. 

Applications are invited for £200,000 Perpetual Seven per Cent. 
First Mortgage Debentures of the North-Western Railway of 
Monte Video Company. The price of’ issue is 80 per cent., and 

nterest is guaranteed by the Uruguayan Government. 

We regret that a statement in the letter of our Hamburg cor- 
respondent, which appeared in our last issue, to the effect that 
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amongst other banks in Hamburg the International had been 
driven into liquidation by speculations on the Stock Exchange, 
should have escaped our attentien before going to press. We 
need hardly say that this statement is without any foundation 
whatever, the International Bank in Hamburg having just de- 
clared a satisfactory dividend for the past year, and we are 
sure that this denial must already have been fully looked 
forward to by all readers of the article in question, to whom the 
flourishing condition of the International Bank in Hamburg 
must be well known. . 

The suspension of Messrs. E. Lomnitz and Co., of Manchester, 
merchants, in the East India and China trade, with liabilities 
estimated at about £40,000, is reported. 

Messrs. Roper and Cook, worsted spinners, of Keighley, have 
suspended payment, with liabilities supposed to be £20,000. 

We learn that the Pacific Mail Steamship Company have re- 
duced the fare from San Francisco to Yokohama to $150, and to 
Hong Kong to $200. 

Mr. Sam Mendel announces that, owing to the ill health of his 
elder son, Mr. H. L. Mendel, that gentleman will retire from 
business. The firm will be continued therefore by Mr. Sam 
Mendel and his younger son. 

The meeting of the Agra Bank will be held on the 21st inst. 

The market for Bar Silver has gradually hardened ; the de- 
mand for India has increased, owing to a rise in the Exchanges 
and the rate of interest just reported from thence, and the price 
has gradually advanced, until 58d. per oz. standard was ob- 
tained for a limited quantity that happened to be ready for 
immediate shipment by the P. and O. steamer leaving yesterday. 
Mexican dollars have improved in value, and a few small parcels, 
arriving in time for despatch by the outgoing steamer, have 
posse: 57d. per oz 

The bullion by the P. and O, steamer Vicaim, from Southamp- 
ton, Thursday, was in gold, to Galle, £2,610, in silver 
Penang £10,000 ; to Singapore, £47,500; to Hong Kong,

The very quiet tone noticed in the market for some weeks past still 
continues, the amount of business being unusually limited for the time 
of year ; prices, however, show no quotable alteration, importers gene- 
rally being very firm.

In public sale 8,016 packages have been offered, of which 6,443 packages 
were sold without reserve ; the remainder, with reserved prices, being 
withdrawn. The deliveries for the week amount to 2,838,000 Ibs., 
against 3,158,000 Ibs. last year. 

Congous.—Red-leaf kinds ; Siftings have been sold to a fair extent, 
old seasons from $d. to 7d., new from 6d. to 8d. per lb. Broken-leaf 
kinds from 74d. to 104d. for old and new seasons. Fair to good com- 
mon shows no change. In fair to good and fine Kaisows, business has 
been too small to show any change of prices. In finest nothing has 
been done. Pak Lin kinds remain as before. Black-leaf kinds: Fair 
common has gold at public sale at previous prices ; privately the de- 
dand is limited ; good common to fair medium have only been saleable 
in small parcela at about previous price.
